After private audience 


Pope, Lefebvre still at odds 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Vati- 
can officially denied that tradition- 
alist Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre 
made an act of submission to Pope 
Paul VI prior to being received in a 
private audience Sept. 11. 

Vatican spokesman, Father 
Romeo Panciroli, said that sus- 
pended Archbishop Lefebvre ‘‘be- 
fore being received, personally 


brought to Castelgandolfo, the 
Pope’s summer residence, a brief 
letter asking for a papal audience.”’ 


The spokesman added that the 
polite tone of the letter ‘‘gives hope 
for an eventual and always desired 
submission’’ by the archbishop. 


ARCHBISHOP Lefebvre appeared 
at Castelgandolfo ‘‘unexpectedly”’ 
and ‘‘without any previous direct or 
indirect understandings,’’ said Fa- 
ther Panciroli. 


‘‘The Holy Father decided to 
receive him primarily because, even 
though he is suspended from his 
priestly functions, he is a bishop 
who presented himself personally at 
the house of the common father 
under such very special circum- 
stances. 


‘*And secondly, his request for an | 


audience was couched in terms 
which gave the Pope reason to hope 
for an act of repentance,’’ Father 
Panciroli said. 


Episcopalians hear Abp. Jadot 


MINNEAPOLIS (NC) — Bishops 
and Deputies at the 65th general 
convention of the Episcopal Church 


_ opened their legislative session here 


Sept. 11 in a conciliatory mood, 
apparently seeking to preserve unity 
as they faced difficult decisions on 


revisions of their liturgy and the | 


ordination of women to the priest- 
hood. 

Archbishop Jean Jadot, apostolic 
delegate in the U.S. received warm 
applause from 152 members of the 
House of Bishops as he greeted ‘‘my 
dear brothers in Christ’’. 


Referring to efforts to unify 
Anglicans (Episcopalians) and Cath- 
olics, Archbishop Jadot said: “‘We 
cannot be naive. The path to 
restored unity may not be easy or 
short. There are still difficulties and 
obstacles to overcome.’’ 


Quoting from the March 23 letter 
of Pope Paul to the Anglican 
primate, Archbishop Donald Coggan 
of Canterbury, the Vatican diplomat 
expressed hope that God might 
“‘keep us in the way of reconciliation 
according to his will.’’ 
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Bishops address abortion, social 
issues in meeting with Ford 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The Pres- 
ident of the National Conference of 
Catholic — Bishops, Archbishop 
Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati, 
characterized an hour-long meeting 
with President Gerald Ford as 
‘“‘courteous and a good exchange of 
information’’—the same phrase he 
used to describe an Aug. 31 meeting 
with the Democratic presidential 
nominee, Jimmy Carter. 


But there were some differences 
in Archbishop Bernardin’s summary 
of the Ford and Carter meetings. 


HE SAID the bishops were 
“‘encouraged’’ but ‘“‘not totally 
satisfied’’ by Ford’s position on a 
constitutional amendment to restrict 
abortion, while they were “‘disap- 
pointed”’ in Carter’s unwillingness 
to support an amendment. 

Archbishop Bernardin also indi- 


cated that the bishops feel a ‘‘deep 
concern’’ over the increase in 


‘federal funding of abortions in 


recent years and showed .concern 
about the Ford administration’s role 
in such funding. Carter has said he 
opposes federal funding of abortion. 


The bishops also spent more time 
discussing social welfare issues with 
Ford than they did. with Carter. 
Following the Carter meeting, 
Archbishop Bernardin said there 
were ‘‘no significant differences’’ 
with Carter on these issues; he said 
there were ‘‘differences in ap- 
proach’’ to these issues between 


Ford and the bishops and_ that 
“‘many of these differences still 
exist. 


ARCHBISHOP Bernardin said 
‘“‘we urged the President to be more 
sensitive to human needs’’ and 
called for ‘‘an acknowledgement of 
the legitimate role of government in 
a free society.”’ 


In an opening statement to Ford, 
Archbishop Bernardin emphasized 
the issues of abortion, employment, 
domestic and world hunger, prob- 
lems of illegal aliens and human 
rights in foreign policy. 


Following news reports of the 
meeting, Russell Shaw, secretary for 
public affairs at the NCCB and 
USCC wrote to the Washington Post 
criticizing a story which had 
reported that ‘‘President Ford won 
the tacit support of the nation’s 
Roman Catholic bishops.’’ 


Shaw noted that a news analysis 
in the Post said ‘‘what troubles 
many Catholics about the _hier- 
archy’s focus on abortion as a 
campaign issue is that it obscures 
other issues. 


“All of which,’’ Shaw said, 
‘‘raises a question. Is it the bishops 
who have the exclusive preoccupa- 
tion with abortion or is 
media?’’ He pointed out that at the 
press conference no reporter raised 
a question about anything but 
abortion. 


Mao rule brought 
death to religion _

If there is one certainty in the murky 
scene after the death of Chairman Mao 
Tse-Tung of the Chinese People’s 
Republic, it is that, whatever changes 
may result, the revival of religion will 
not be among them. 


One of the difficulties in the Vatican’s 


efforts to renew contact with Peking is. 


Taiwan, the island province which 
Peking considers to be part of China. 
The Vatican recognizes the Nationalist 
government in Taipei. 


CARDINAL Paul Yu-Pin, exiled 
bishop of Nanking on the mainland, 
resident in Taiwan, said, ‘‘Mao was 
responsible for the liquidation of 
millions of Chinese. Among the 
freedoms he abrogated was that of 
religion. 

‘The Church was persecuted, as 
indeed were all religions, and there is 
no sign of religious practice. No one 
knows what happened to the bishops.”’ 


When Communist forces gained 
control of large areas of northern China 
after World War II, Catholics were 
persecuted. In 1945, monks of the 
Trappist monastery at Yangkiaping 
were massacred. 


DURING THE winter of 1947-48, 
almost 100 priests, Brothers and Sisters 
and many lay persons were murdered, 
according to Donald MacInnes, a former 
Protestant missionary in China. 


In 1949, after the proclamation of the 
People’s Republic, political instructors 
in all schools carried on a campaign of 
atheist propaganda and the government 
gradually took control of all schools. 


At that time there were three Catholic 
universities in China and the Church 
ran 202 secondary schools and 1,849 
primary schools. None of these remain 
under Church control. 


MORE THAN 5,000 foreign mission- 
aries were expelled, including 510 U.S. 
priests, Brothers and Sisters. 


Five of the 20 Chinese bishops in 
office in 1949 died in prison and nine 
more were still in prison in 1964. 
Among the prelates jailed in China was 
Bishop James Walsh, the first native 
American to be raised to the office of 
bishop there. 


In 1958 he was arrested by the 
communists and in 1960 he was 
sentenced to 20 years in prison. In 1970, 
at age 79, he was released and sent back 
to the U.S. to Maryknoll headquarters 
in New York. 


TODAY, in all of China, Mass is 
offered in only one Church—the 
Cathedral of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion in Peking—and only once each 
Sunday. Not more than 30 persons 
attend the Mass, most of them 
foreigners. 


It is estimated that there are two 
million baptized Catholics in the 
Chinese population of more than 800 
million.

CFS drug program success

The drug abuse treatment 
program offered by the 
diocese is twice as effective 
as programs offered by 1,800 
other agencies across the 
country, according to figures 
released by a national report- 
ing agency. 

The diocesan program, 
called NARA (Narcotic Ad- 
dict Rehabilitation Act), has 
been operated through Cath- 
olic Family Service since 
1968, according to Dr. James 
Kleckner, NARA director. 


“OF ALL drug abusers 
treated by the 1,800 agen- 
cies,’’ Kleckner said, “‘the 
report shows that 21.45 per 
cent’ were successfully 
treated, meaning that they 
were drug-free. The success 
rate of our program was 
44.73 per cent.’’ 


The 1,800 agencies sur- 
veyed are all federally fund- 
ed. The diocesan program is 
funded by the Justice De- 
partment’s Bureau of Pri- 
sons. The reporting agency is 
CODAP (Client Oriented 
Data Acquisition Program). 

What makes the diocesan 
program so successful? 


ACCORDING to Dr. Kleck- 
ner, the answer lies in the 


federal funding. Some agen- © 


cies keep poor risk patients 
on their rolls or report that 
they have patients not actual- 
ly in the programs ‘‘to 
maintain impressive statis- 
tics and keep high levels of 
federal funding,’’ he said. 


We do not keep people on 
our program for the sake of 
keeping high numbers. Our 
criteria for success is the 
patient’s freedom from 
drugs. We have a high 
percentage of patients that 
make it and a high percent- 
age that don’t,’’ he said. 

‘“‘We are interested in 
realistically helping pa- 
tients,’’ Dr. Kleckner said. 


The diocesan program pro- 
vides detoxification services, 
individual and family psycho- 
therapy and counseling as 
well as educational and voca- 
tional assistance and coun- 
seling. 

‘““WE TRY to fit the drug 
abuser back into society on a 
functioning basis making 
him responsible for his own 
behavior and well-being,” 
Dr. Kleckner asserted. 

The CFS drug abuse 
program, according to Msgr. 
Mark Doran, CFS executive 
director, operates in the CFS 
offices in each of the four 
counties of the diocese. 


Other CODAP figures 
show that nationally nearly 
10 per cent of drug abusers 
treated are discharged from 
programs for failing to com- 
ply with requirements. CFS 
discharges only 5.26 per 
cent. ; - 


NATIONALLY 41.2 per 
cent of abusers leave the 
programs before completing 
treatment while the figure 
stands at 2.6 per cent for the 
diocese.

SERVING on the council 
will be six clerics elected by 
the Senate of Priests, four 
Sisters elected by the Sisters 
Senate, 12 lay men and 12 lay 
women, two from each 
deanery in the diocese, 
according to the constitution. 


Also serving will be one 
member elected by the 
Spanish-speaking community 
and eight members at large, 
four to be appointed by the 
bishop and four to be 
appointed by the council with 
the bishop’s approval. 


The council will have five 
permanent commissions to 


deal with the areas of 
Spirituality and Worship, 
Education, Peace and Jus- 
tice, Family Life and Church 
Administration. Council 
meetings are scheduled for 
September, November, Feb- 
ruary and May. 


LAY representatives to the 
diocesan council are now 
being elected by the deanery 
councils established through- 
out the diocese last spring. 


The deanery councils, on 
which priests, Sisters and 
two lay representatives (a 
male and a female) from each 
parish will sit, will meet one 
month before each meeting 
of the diocesan council. — 


Deanery groups will host 
council meetings, elect coun- 
cil representatives and pre- 
sent proposals to the council 
regarding deanery concerns.

They make it the Catholic issue 


The politicians have managed to make it look as 
though abortion is the only issue which Catholics 
care about in the forthcoming elections and that it is 
solely a Catholic issue. On both counts we know this 
is not true, but to the average person it seems to be. 


It is partly our fault and partly due to adroit 
maneuvering on the part of presidential candidates 
and other politicians. By implying that abortion is a 
“‘Catholic’’ issue, they can accuse the Church of 
getting involved in politics and win support for 
attacks on the Church’s ‘‘interference.’’ 


Candidate Jimmy Carter has done nothing to 
improve his stand on abortion, having told the 
Catholic bishops that he will not change his attitude 
but is willing to go along with whatever changes 
others might seek. 


If party platforms mean anything—and there is a 
large body of opinion which says they don’t—then 
the Republican plank on abortion is ,the only 
positive and favorable stand for life. in the 
upcoming race. 


A confusion of efforts 

One major trouble with the groups which are 
opposed to abortion is that they are fragmented and 
confusing in their individual efforts. There is also 
some disparity between what each stands for. For 
instance, Father Marty Peter, vice president of the 
National Federation of Priests Councils (NFPC), 
said the nominating speech for Mrs. . Ellen 
McCormack, the pro-life candidate, at the 
Democratic convention was ‘‘not pro-life; it was 
anti-abortion.’’ 


The difference is important and needs to be kept 
in mind. Anti-abortion is specific, referring to that 
inhuman act which deprives a new human being of 
its right to life. Pro-life is something which goes far 
beyond that. 


Pro-life, carried to its logical conclusions, should 
be anti-war, anti-smoking, anti-drugs, anti-segre- 
gation, anti-alcohol, anti-speeding, anti-pollution, 
pro-national health service, pro-massive aid to the 
hungry of the world, and so on. The litany could be 
lengthy. Anti-abortion is one single aspect of a 
whole spectrum of respect for life. 


Some of the most agressively anti-abortion 
people are also among the most ‘aggressively 
pro-war. 


And among noted Catholics you get Mayor 
Richard Daley of Chicago saying: ‘‘| have great 
respect for Cardinal Cody, but there are far more 
important questions than abortion for the citizens of 
America in this election, questions with higher 
priority.’’ 

And another famous Catholic, who has had the 
strong support of the U.S. bishops, Cesar Chavez, 
farmworkers’ leader, endorsed Carter for president 
a few days after the bishops found the candidate 
“‘disappointing’’ on his abortion position. 

As my fellow columnist El Rodeo asked in The 
Tidings, the Los Angeles archdiocesan newspaper, 
last week: ‘‘Will America achieve racial justice, 
halt inflation, reform the selfish and thwart the 


grafter by killing infants? Will farmworkers,- inner 
city dwellers, oppressed minorities gain justice 


through a government that sanctions infant 
killing2’’ 

What treatment works? 

The anti-abortion, pro-life and _ right-to-life 


groups are all sincere and dedicated, hard working 
people. They work on a shoe string and continue 
only through some very valiant individual efforts to 
bring home the message against the slaughter of 
the innocent. 


However, the effectiveness of methods has to be 
examined in the light of psychological response. 
We are told, for instance, that people simply ‘‘turn 
off’’ or tune out those things that seem to be 
beyond their capability to change. The daily diet of 
war and mayhem on the TV news programs makes 
people simply ignore it. Any compassion they 
might have felt may even turn to anger against the 
victims as a defense against their own sense of 
helplessness. 


Is this the same with abortion and the pictures of 
bloody butchered aborted children? Does this 
simply turn people to anger through over 
exposure—through ‘‘overkill’’2 


. 


Style of presentation 


Somewhat typical of the well-intentioned but 
fragmented efforts of pro-life organizations was 
this scene outside the Republican convention in 
Kansas City. A card table with. buttons promoting 
the ‘‘human life amendment’. With all the panoply 
and the extravagence of the convention itself, and 
the more professional exhibits and demonstrations 
by ERA people and others, this singular endeavor 
could have had little impact.

in it for me2 

WHAT DIFFERENCE does God’s 
love make, what does his love matter2 
If you do not love me, who cares about 
God? He is not here, not reinforcing, 
not responding, not reaching out in 
any tangible or recognizable way! 


For the most part, we do not value 


love for its own sake, but for how it 
benefits us personally. Love from a 
stranger holds little value for us, if we 
only know of it through hearsay and 
have not discerned its effect in our 
own lives. 


It is difficult for someone who has 
come to know God’s generous love 
thrcugh his action in his or her life, 
not to be shocked or a little repelled at 
a shrugging indifference or curt 
dismissal of what he or she knows to 
be a reality. But if we have never 
allowed ourselves to come to an 
awareness of God as a person, rather 
than a theory, nor been thrust into a 
situation where encounter with him 
was inevitable, how can we. be 
expected to perceive God as real—and 
more real. than the 
preoccupies us? N 


HOW DO we become aware of

It is the only way 
we have to reach him. When we 


persist in love despite infidelity, like . 


Hosea, that is when we approach 
understanding of divine love. When 
we reach out in unreasonable forgive- 


ra 


ness and compassion, that is when we 
can introduce others to the under- 
standing that there is a power greater 
than we and a love that transcends our 
human condition. 


Bumper stickers and slogans im- 
pose a heavy responsibility upon 
us—if it is our car, our wall, our 
banner, to which they are applied. 


If we proclaim to the world, ‘’Smile, 
God loves you,’’ we are also offering 
ourselves as proof-of its truth. God 
loves you through me, and if | do not 
manifest his love towards you, what 
difference does a bumper sticker 
make? What difference does his love 
make? 


HIS LOVE does make a difference, 
of course, and eventually we must all 
realize that. Eventually, even the 
most blase of us “must find himself 
trembling helplessly before the intru- 
sion of a relentlessly loving God into 
his life. But right now, it is we who 
make his love credible and real to 
others.

God's Revelation Reveals Us, too 


The hard test of faith is 
to experience Him in 
history, good and bad 


By Mary Maher 


I co-lead groups in which members are 
involved in the search for clearer identity for 
themselves. Often, as I sit in the groups, I 
am keenly aware of how difficult it is for 
most of these well people to reveal 
themselves. Revelation of how we genuinely 


feel comes so hard and yet, if it is done in the 


context of love and concern, it is so freeing. 


Saints, as Francis of Assisi, are enfleshed 
models of how God’s revelation ‘‘works.’’ 
They have the power in their own beauty to 
call us or reveal us to ourselves. They are 
like God’s revelation which invites us to be 
as the Lord made us. 


A POEM by Galway Kinnell, recently 
published in the New Yorker, expresses how 


Francis of Assisi touched things in such a 


way that they revealed themselves as if 
energized from within: 


“Though sometimes it’s necessary 
to reteach a thing its loveliness, 
to put a hand on the brow 

of the flower 

and retell it in words 

and in touch it is lovely 

until it flowers again from within, 
of self-blessing.”’ 


One way of experiencing other persons is 
through feeling secure in their presence. 
Words alone don’t make up revelation. I 
have a friend who is very non-verbal and yet 
there are times when I think I know her more 
than others from whom I’ve heard reams of 
words. 


We experience God’s revelation as 
settling us in His world, and in the 


relationships where we can grow. We 
experience God revealing Himself in the 
healing presence which others bring us. 


SUCH WAS and is the base of the 
Judeo-Christian tradition: God acts in 
history—my history, our history together, 
relational history, not textbooks of history. 
Sometimes the -hard test of faith is to 
experience Him in our history, whether it is 
the death of one close to us or Hitler’s act of 
genocide. 


Yet we cannot deny that God’s revelation 
is very concrete and among us, Jesus’ claim 
was to be the revelation of who God as 
Father is. He came among us. 


I recall reading books when I was younger 
which seemed to indicate God’s nature as 
necessarily whipping around the world 
spreading out His glory to overpower us. 
That may be true, I do not know. I know that 
I have difficulty imagining God as 
spectacular, but then I don’t like Barnum 
and Bailey either. 


ONE SURE image prevails of God's 
revelation. It is called ‘‘light’’. by John’s 
Gospel. Light allows us to see but it also 
allows us to know where we go and how we 
go. It warms and gives us the strength to 
experience ourselves as wellbeing, as good. 


God’s revelation reveals us to ourselves. 
Sometimes the light of knowing certain 
things about ourselves seems dark—we 
don’t like to know unpleasant things. Other 
times we experience ‘‘peak moments”’ of our 
goodness, our own glory. 

Revelation is very near us. It is so near 
that we may simply need to relax and to take 
a look at God’s story being told in our own. 


Roots of Our Faith: 


ls God really present today ? 


God uses the ways of 
men to reach the hearts 
and minds of His people

Remember when you first met your 
husband or wife? Maybe it was at a party, or 
in a classroom, or at church. With us it was 
at a swimming party. Twenty-five years ago. 


What was it that first attracted you? 
Probably something like her eyes, or his 
broad shoulders, or perhaps an appealing 
smile. Chances are that it was something 
external that had the effect of making you 
want to learn more about this person. 


WHILE YOU were dating, during that 
period that used to be called courtship, your 
husband or wife-to-be gradually revealed 
more about his or her real self to you. You 
learned about his fears, her likes and 
anxieties, but you learned only as much as 
he or she wanted you to know about the real 
inner person that was behind the beautiful 
eyes or broad shoulders. 


After marriage, as love developed and 
trust increased, you each began to lower the 
last defenses until, ideally, you became truly 
one in flesh through becoming one in heart 
and mind. 


All this is by way of showing that 
revelation is the stuff of life. Each day we are 
involved in revealing to others and having 
others reveal to us. 


GOD USES the ways of men to reach 
men’s minds and hearts. And this is the key 
to understanding Divine Revelation. God 
speaks to us where we are in a manner that 
we can understand. 


Our first contact with God’s self-revelation 
is in the world around us. The existence of a 
power greater than man was evident to the 


_ most primitive men from the Peat and 


mystery of nature. 


The miracle of reproduction, of life and 
death, of the fertility of man, animals and 
the plant life that provided men with berries, 
fruit and grain, caused our ancestors to 
recognize a divine power in nature. In the 
presence of such natural revelation, man 
understandably fashioned and worshipped 
fertility gods. 


OTHERS STOOD on the shore and 
contemplated the endless sea or reflected 
upon the infinite vastness of the sky and saw 
the creative power as being the sun or the 
moon and fashioned and worshipped sky 
gods. 


It is easy for us to understand early man’s 
reaction to God’s self-revelation in nature for 
we share his feelings of awe and wonder as 
we enjoy a magnificent sunset or a night sky 
punctuated with numberless stars. 


Just as a Renoir or a Van Gogh reveals the 
existence of an intelligent being behind the 
work of art, but tells the viewer nothing 
about the nature of that intelligence, God’s 
self-revelation in nature does little more 
than ‘witness to the presence of a divine 
creative power. For all its wonder and 
beauty, creation tells us nothing about the 
nature of God. 


BECAUSE GOD wants men to know Him 
as He really is and because within each man 


He has implanted a hunger to know God and 
a need to worship Him, God goes beyond the 
witness of nature to reveal Himself more 
completely to us. 


As our children grew up there were 55 
kids on our block. Sometimes it was pretty 
chaotic, but we discovered one thing early, 
the best way to reach the whole bunch was to 
start with one. If, for instance, my wife 
baked a fresh batch of cookies and we 
opened the front door and revealed the fact 
to any one of the 55, almost miraculously the 
remaining 54 would show up at the back door 
with grubby hands hopefully extended. 


God, wishing to spread the Word about 
the great gift of love He had for all His 
children chose one, not the best, nor the 
worst, but just one of the gang to spread the 
Word. 


THUS A SINGLE tribe, one among many, 
Abraham and his children became the 
special means of God revealing His love and 
desires to all the others. 


God manifested Himself in the life and 
history of Abraham’s children. He spoke to 
them through prophets and through 
His actions on their behalf. We made a 
covenant with them, and inspired them to 
commit to writing all that He had said and 
done so that they and others might know 
Him as He really is. 


But each of us has a way of seeing things 
through the prism of selfishness and not so 
surprisingly Abraham’s children, like their 
ancestors, sometimes understood God as 
they wanted to and not as He really was. 


BUT JUST as a lover will go to great 
lengths to reveal his love to the beloved, God 
finally revealed Himself fully in the human 
life of Jesus, who, as God and man, is the 
fullness of God’s self-revelation. 


“To see Jesus is to see His Father (John 
14:9). For this reason Jesus perfected 
revelation by fulfilling it through His whole 
work of making Himself present and 
manifesting Himself: through his words and 
deeds, His signs and wonders, but especially 
through His death and glorious resurrection 
from the dead and final sending of the Spirit 
of truth.’’ 


These words taken from The Second 
Vatican Council’s Constitution on Divine 
Revelation contain the answer to how God 
speaks to each of us today. 


GOD SPEAKS to each of us through 
Jesus. Through His words and deeds, His 
signs and wonders, His death and 
resurrection and through His Holy Spirit, the 
Spirit of truth. 


Jesus speaks to us today because he is 
alive in His Word, in His church, the 
community that is His Saving Presence in 
the World, all of which, through His Spirit 
within us reveal to us the fullness of God’s 
love and fulfill our basic hunger to know Him 
and to worship Him. 


As any lover would, God speaks to us 
where we are in a manner that we can 
understand so that we can become one in 
heart and mind with him.

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Why Are We There? 


Men of insight needed 


to translate divine action 


into meaningful words

God revealed Himself in the history of His 
people. It is so easy to say that—and so 
true—but just what does it mean? How was 
this history a revelation of God? Well, all by 
itself it wasn’t. 


It needed men with the insight of faith to 
interpret it, to see the hand of God guiding it 
and, humanly speaking, to see God reacting 


to it. It needed men graced with prophetic - 


inspiration, men who could translate the 
divine action into meaningful words. 


THE HISTORY of God’s people was 
hardly spectacular. Israel was just another 
tiny Mediterranean country, occasionally 
enjoying its brief moments of peace and 
relative prosperity. Most of the time it was 
subject to powerful empires: Assyria, 
Babylonia, Persia, Greece, Rome. 


Inwardly it was torn by dissension, civil 
war, intrigue, assassination. Its kings were 
for the most part a sorry lot, leading their 
people eventually to exile and near 
extinction. It would be sheer fantasy to 
imagine that neighboring nations ever even 
dreamed that they were dealing with the 
chosen people of God. 


But the Israelites were convinced that was 
just what they were. Why? Because there 
were men in their midst with the divinely 
given insight to penetrate beneath the 
shabbiness and see the divine meaning of it 
all. 


AN ISRAELITE prophet was not primarily 
or even most importantly one who predicted 
the future. He was, quite simply, one 
empowered to speak or to write from God’ s 
point of view. 


Most of the great prophets whose sermons 
have come down to us were concerned 


_ almost exclusively with the contemporary 


scene: Amos and Hosea with the dismal 
situation which led shortly to the fall of the 
Northern Kingdom; Isaiah with the obstin- 
acy of King Ahaz which brought Judah 
under the heel of Assyria; Jeremiah with the 
myopia and weakness of kings who insisted 
on a suicidal course of action for their 
people; Ezekiel with the tragedy of the exile. 


These prophets were concerned immedi- 
ately with what we may call ‘‘history in the 
making.’’ At the beginning of their careers 
they were favored with extraordinary 
religious experiences known commonly as 
inaugural visions (see Isaiah 6; Jeremiah 1; 
Ezekiel 1). 


THE RESULT of these experiences was an 
unshakable conviction of being sent to speak 
the Word of the Lord, to give His viewpoint 
on what was happening. Also they were 
given, not precisely a ‘‘message,’’ a detailed 


program, but a deep intuition of some facet 
of the divine nature. Against this back- 
ground they were able to judge events and 
persons from God’s point of view—and so to 
preach. 


In their preaching, which expresses God’s 
judgment and becomes thereby His Word, 


they tell us a great deal about God Himself. 
It is their inspired reaction to ‘‘history in the 
making’’ through which God reveals Himself 
in history—rather indirect, but then how 
could it have been otherwise? 


Thus the vehement denunciation by Amos 
of the incredible social injustice of his day 
reveals God as a God of justice, one who is 
deeply concerned with the poor, the 
oppressed, the disadvantaged, one who 
cannot countenance injustice, oppression, 
callous indifference to human misery. 


THE VERY moving book of Hosea, in 
which God is portrayed as heartbroken by 
the infidelity of His people, yet waiting with 
open arms for their return, reveals Him as a 
God of love and eager forgiveness, but one 
who cannot shut His eyes to infidelity, 
idolatry. 


Thus does God reveal Himself.in history 
through the agency of these inspired men of 
the Word: not in coldly spelled out 
statements, but functionally, dramatically. 


There were other prophetic figures also; 
they did not preach about the present but 
wrote about the past. They took the raw data 
of Israel’s history, a sad history as we have 
seen, and interpreted it from God’s point of 
view, thus becoming in their own way 
instruments of God’s_ self-revelation in 
history. 


THE PROPHETS used the spoken word; 
they used the written word. Looking back 
from the disaster of exile, they fashioned a 
history which amounted to a_ national 
examination of conscience. 


Why are we here—we, God’s Seaete? 
Over and over again we were unfaithful to 
His covenant with us. He loved us, He made 
us His own, He gave us a land. He gave us 
everything, and we turned our backs on 
Him. 


We are here only because God is a loving 
God, a generous God, a Father, a Spouse, a 
King, a Judge: all of this and much more is 
revealed in the history of the people as 
interpreted by men endowed with the 
prophetic insight to penetrate cold events 
and to recognize God revealing Himself 
through them. 


WERE IT not for their inspired under- 
standing and writing, this poignant lament 
of Yahweh in the book of Hosea might have 
been tragically final:? 

When Israel was a child I loved him, 
out of Egypt I called my son. 

The more I called them, the farther 
they went from me,... 

Yet it was I who taught Ephraim to 
walk, who took them in my arms; 

I drew them with human cords, with 
bands of love; 

I fostered them like one who raises an 
infant to his cheeks; 

Yet, though I stooped to feed my 
child, they did not know that I was their 
healer (11:1-4).

A ‘Praying’ Community 


People gathered together 
to worship are more than 
a purely human assembly

We come to church for Mass in various 
moods: sometimes tired and sleepy, usually 
preoccupied with personal concerns, and 
often quite isolated from or unaware of those 
others who have gathered for the same 
purpose. 


The introductory Rites of our revised 
eucharistic liturgy seek to deal with these 
attitudes. Those ceremonies attempt to stir 
us up, to lead us gently from our daily 


preoccupations into an atmosphere of prayer © 


and to form out of separated individuals a 
worshiping community. 


FOR YEARS I have spent the 15 minutes 
prior to Mass either standing out in front of 
church or walking from pew to pew greeting 
parishioners. This is a fatiguing and 
occasionally. awkward task, but the labor 
bears rich fruit in many ways. It lifts people 
out of their isolation and can give them a 
warm sense of belonging. 


But the priest or parish helper who does 
this type of welcoming should exercise a 
certain reserve or care in that function. 


From the first Christian days those 
pre-Mass moments have been opportunities 
for the faithful to become recollected, to 
leave aside their noisy, busy, troubled 
worlds and to grow in awareness of God’s 
special presence at the celebration. 


AN EARLY church law in Egypt, for 
example, directed the psalms to be recited 
while the faithful arrived; in our day, private 
or public recitation of the rosary, the reading 
of devotional prayers, or just quiet reflection 
serves a parallel purpose. 


The greeter, then, must have a delicate 
touch, working to build a community, but not 
intruding much on those precious minutes of 
intimate, silent, highly personal, prepara- 
tory prayer. : 

However, the Introductory Rites do have 
as their purpose ‘‘to make the assembled 
people a unified community.’’ The Eucharist 
is a communal celebration and group 
worship. 


THE ENTRANCE song helps achieve that 


-goal. Its function, again to quote the Roman 


Missal’s General Introduction, is ‘‘to open 
the celebration, deepen the unity of the 


people, introduce them to the mystery of the 
season or feast, and accompany the 
procession.’’ (Articles 24-25) 


Catholic and Protestant music directors 
would do well te get together on this matter. 
We Catholics generally sing too few verses 
from the hymn to achieve its community and 
theme developing effect; Protestant worship 
contrariwise normally insists on every verse, 
even to the point of the congregation’s 
exhaustion. 


A celebrant’s ‘‘Good morning, everyone,”’ 
after his reverent kiss of the altar and the 
congregation’s comfortable response to that 
greeting likewise aids in generating a 
community feeling. At Holy Family we also 
now and then invite the congregation to 
introduce themselves to their neighbors in 
the pews. 


THE GROUP of people gathered for 
worship, nevertheless, is more than a mere 
secular assembly or a purely human group. 


The Sign of the Cross, that most renowned 
symbol of our faith and of the Trinity, begins 
the formal liturgy and is immediately 
followed by a scriptural greeting. 


The latter either speaks to the people as 
St. Paul did to the Christians in Corinth or 
follows a common formula taken from Old 
Testament times (Ruth 2,4). ; 


THAT PHRASE, ‘‘The Lord be with you,”’ 
aptly declares God is truly present in this 
family of believers assembled in his name. 
(Matthew 18:20; 28:20). 


“This greeting and the people’s response 
manifest the mystery of the Church that is 
gathered together.’’ (General Introduction, 
article 28). 


Such a transition from the noisy world 
through quiet prayer to a communal spirit 
and the sense of our Lord’s presence 
requires some time. It also presupposes a 
prayerful approach and a belief in the sacred 
or transcendent. 


A priest with those qualities who 
processes. down the full center aisle, 
reverences the altar with care, welcomes his 
people warmly and greets them with a 
message of faith will have well prepared the 


congregation for God’s Word and Body 7 


which follow.

I have been informed by some parishioners of Our Lady of Grace Church in 
EI Cajon of comments made from the pulpit during the August 1st Mass 
conducted by Father Arthur Devine which, as chairman of the Democratic 
Party of San Diego, | feel compelled to bring to your attention.

As you probably know, the Democratic party platform neither condones nor 
encourages abortion. It states that abortion is a matter of religious and ethical 
concern to many Americans. Thus the platform should provide no barriers for 
Catholics and certainly does not warrant the kind of statements attributed to 
Father Devine. 


I do not have any objection to Father Devine or any other official or member 
of the Catholic Church expressing their disappointment with the Democratic 
party’s platform if such expression is made clearly as a personal statement. 
Unfortunately, it appears that Father Devine’s comments at last Sunday’s 
Mass may have been construed as a priest’s advice to his parish.

Dear Mr. Good: 


When the Democratic Platform Committee prepared its plank on the subject 
of abortion, I joined Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin, President of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, in objecting to the statement that ‘‘it is 
undesirable to attempt to amend the United States Constitution to overturn the 
Supreme Court decision in this area’’. ; 


I remain strongly opposed to the Democratic party’s position on this 
important moral and political issue. Along with the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, | continue to urge passage of a constitutional amendment as 


‘the best —and indeed the only — way of restoring legal protection to the unborn. 


I was not present at Our Lady of Grace Catholic Church, El Cajon, early in 
August when Father Arthur Devine mentioned the action taken by some 
parishioners there in response to the Democratic party’s abortion plank. As his 
comments have been reported to me by a newspaperman who was in 


- attendance, Father Devine simply states the fact that some parishioners had 


reregistered, thereby disassociating themselves from the Democratic party. 


Catholic leaders across the nation are urging their people to remain active 
participants in the governmental process. Father Devine cited one group’s 
action not to direct others to take the same action, but to provide a concrete 
example of how voters can remain active participants in a political process that 
has frustrated and alienated many Americans. 


While Governor Carter and other candidates for public office say they 
personally oppose abortion, they likewise refuse to promote any constitutional 
amendment against it. We say in reply that personal opposition is not enough. 
We say that this is a fundamental civil rights issue affecting the most basic of 
all rights: the right to life. 


Our nation’s leaders have a moral obligation to defend the inalienable right 
to life of the unborn. That the Democratic party’s platform calls ‘‘undesirable’’ 
the attempt to defend the right to life of the unborn by a constitutional 
amendment is irresponsible. 


Although your party’s platform claims to recognize the ‘‘religious and ethical 
nature’ of our concern about abortion, it fails to recognize that abortion has 
become a political issue. By violating the civil rights of the unborn, legislation 
allowing abortion has forced us to translate our religious and ethical concerns 
into political action.

JERUSALEM—An ecumenical service 
with both Hebrew and Aramaic prayers and 
using both Old and New Testaments marked 
the 70th anniversary of Dormition Abbey on 
Mt. Zion here, the traditional site of the final 
“falling asleep’’ of the Blessed Virgin.

(Sleep of St. Marv) was consecrated in 1906. 


Abortions for convenience hit. 
HONOLULU—While noting that Judaism’ 


permits abortion in some circumstances, a 
rabbi here condemned the practice ‘‘for 
reasons of convenience, or simply in order to 
rectify a sexual mistake.’’ Rabbi Julis Nobel 
said, ‘‘Judaism vigorously and without 
apology opposes the disposability of the 
unborn. There is a straight line from 
disposable things to disposable ideas to 
disposable relationships to disposable 
people.”’ 


Bp. quits in face of bloodshed 


JUTICALPA, Honduras — Fourteen 
months after government troops killed two of 
his priests, two lay helpers and 10 
farmworkers in Olancho, Bishop Nicholas 
D’Antonio, 60, has gone into retirement 
apparently to avoid further bloodshed. ‘‘If I 
were murdered or maimed, farmworkers in 
the area, well-organized although very poor, 
would take justice into their own hands and 


this would aggravate conditions,’ the 
bishop said, also noting that the ‘‘freedom I 
need to discharge my pastoral duties’ has 
been curtailed. 


Mexican leader confronted 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—Mexican President 
Luis Echeverria, while on a promotional tour 
for Mexican industrial and artisan products 
here, got involved in a shouting match with a 
group of Mexican-Americans. Confronted by 
the group gathered to protest reported 
mistreatment of political prisoners in 
Mexican jails, Echeverria shouted that they 
were ‘‘facistas’’ (facists). 


Australia sheds ‘mission’ tag 

VATICAN CITY—A full 134 years after its 
first dioceses were established, Australia is 
no longer considered as mission territory by 
the Church. Pope Paul signed a decree 
recently removing Australia from the 
supervision of the Congregation of the 
Evangelization of Peoples, the Vatican body 
in charge of missions. The last such decree, 
issued in 1908, removed the United States, 
Canada and several European countries 
from ‘‘mission’’ status.

BUENOS AIRES—Argentina’s military 
government closed the headquarters here of 
the Jehovah’s Witnesses because the sect’s 
members refuse to salute the flag, sing the 
national anthem or join the army. A 
government spokesman said the Witnesses

Britain next stop for | 


‘porno’ Jesus film 


LONDON (NC) — After 
being denied permission to 
make a “‘pornographic’’ film 
on the life of Christ by three 
other European countries, 
Danish director Jens Jorgen 
Thorsen plans to make the 
film in England. 


Top Catholic and Anglican 
leaders here have con- 
demned plans for the film 
joining the stiff opposition by 
church officials in Denmark, 
Sweden and France, which 
helped bar attempts to make 
the film in those countries. 


Cardinal Basil Hume, Eng- 
land’s Catholic primate, call- 
ed on actors and financiers to 
boycott Thorsen’s project. 


The cardinal, in a letter to 
the London Times, joined 
other church leaders in 
denouncing the idea, calling 
it ‘‘sensational, porno- 
graphic and, in terms of 
truth, entirely speculative.’’ 


The proposed film would 
include scenes of the actor 
portraying Christ involved in 
love scenes, drinking and 
unclothed. 


Anglican Archbishop Don- 
ald Coggan of Canterbury 
said the film could violate 
Britain’s blasphemy law. He 
said Thorsen ‘“‘would have to 
face the wrath of the majority 
of the British people,”’ if he 
went ahead with his plans.
